Mulching trees off to good start 


Sanitation Superintendent and Recycling Committee 
mainstay Jim Brightwell is jubilant over the number oi 
Christmas trees turned in for mulching and composting 
at the six designated locations throughout the city. 
“ There were 200 trees at the Fifth and Ocean location 
before 
we 
mulched 
them 
yesterday,” 
Brightwell 
exclaimed, “ And this morning I drove by and there were 
were 30 more There was a heck of a pile at the Waste 
Water Treatment Plant, ” he added 


The trees are being converted into chips by the city's 
portable shredder, heretofor used on park tree pruniogs 
The mulch w ill be used as the foundation for a municipal 
compost heap located near the Waste Water Plant on 
West Central Avenue. 


The effort was conceived by the city's Recycling 
Committee and is in line with a recent County Air 
Pollution Control District ruling against unlicensed 
burning. 


“I've had people call me woundering why their trees 
haven’t been picked up out of their alleys,” Brightwell 
commented, “ I've told them why and they’ve brought 
their trees to one of the dumping areas. It isn't the city 
policy to remove the old trees from the alleys, it’s the 
responsibility of the property occupants,” he continued 


Most of the trees thus far collected were turned in in 
response to the tree recycling program s publicity. 
I was amazed at the number of trees turned in over 
the New Year weekend.” Brightwell said. “ I saw cars 
with two or three trees in them The people deserve to be 
complimented. 


The mulched trees will be layered with nitrogen-rich 
solids refined from the sewage operation, mulched tree 
trimmings and other organic wastes 
In time the 
composting process will produce a rich, dark humus, the 
perfect fertilizer 


The composting program will conserve the utility of 
the trees and other vegetable waste that would otherwise 
be fruitlessly dumped in theeitv land fill project

administration and the County Employees’ Assn. The 
association represents the bulk of the'more than 2,000 
county employees. 
Zack L. Stringer, general manager of the employees’ 
association, said the association had taken the position 
some time ago that women officers should receive the 
same benefits as male deputies in regard to allowances for 
dress uniforms. 


The $4 50 will be added to the female officers’ pay checks 
each two weeks 
Personnel Director Wilbur S. Wagstaff recommended 
payment of the women’s uniform allowance to the 
supervisors, after consultations with the employee group 


In another memorandum of understanding between the 
county administration and County Employees Assn., the 
county agrees to reduce regular duty schedules for county 
firemen from 72 to 67 hours weekly “ as soon as sufficient 
funds and positions are established for such manpower 
requirements.” 


The fundings will be recommended for inclusion in the 
1972-73 County Fire Department budget. 
Supervisors 
emphasized 
they 
wanted 
it 
clearly 
understood that they were not committing themselves to 
the reduced duty week next year unless funds were 
available. 


Mike Bennett, president of AFL-CIO Firefighters Union, 
said a survey showed that firefighters in the state had an 
average work week of less than 60 hours The union also 
signed the memorandum.

Heroin addicts who are participating in the county’s 
methadone treatment program gained several concessions 
Monday in their attempts to libi'ralize new rules and 
regulations imposed on them 
The Board of Supervi.sors knocked out a proposal for a 
minimum $5 weekly fee to be charged the more than 1(H) 
addicts receiving treatment at two county clinics 
They .see a new fee schedule “ based on ability to pay " 
with a maximum of $30 per week Many had claimed they 
could not afford the $5 weekly fee 
Assistant County Counsel Marvin Levine advised the 
board the $5 fee recommended by Mental Health Services 
director Dr NorbcTt McNamara and backed by the county 
administrative officer was not entirely legal (ither mental 
health programs are based on ability to pay and this should 
be set up the same way. said Levine 
Dr Mc.N’amara said state and county financing of the 
program was not sufficient to meet costs of the program 
for the maximum of 110 addicts through the fiscal year 
ending next .lune 30 The $5 fee would keep the program 
going, he felt 
Revision of the eight-point rules program also was 
achieved .somewhat in regard to requirements to attend 
group therapy sessions, and submission of names and 
addresses of program participants to law enforcement 


agencies 
It was agreed that weekly group therapy sessions would 
be reevaluated after 90 days, rather than six months, as 
originally proposed, and persons could be excused tor 
emergencies 
Instead of btung provided with addicts' names and 
addresses, law enforcement agencies under the revised 
regulations will be requested to supply “ rap sheets 
(criminal records» on ali participants for the period prior 
to entering the program, and the period of participatuin in 
the program 
Dr McNamara said state authorities require information 
as to success of the programs if they are to be refunded 
next year ('omparative records of participants tndore and 
during first year of the program are thus needed, he said 
Dr David Ik'arman, drug treatment .specialist, said 
addicts have a “ paranoic” fear of going to jail. and felt 
placement of their names and addresses with the sheritt 
and police chiefs could cause iheir incarceration 
Richard Perkins, spokesman tor the addicts, said it was 
important that Dr McNamara agree to resume treatment 
of 12 addicts now biung withdrawn from the program tor 
failure to pay. pending review of their financial ability to 
pay Supervi.sors agreed that if these are found unable to 
pay they should continue to receive help

NEW YORK—iN E A)—II 
you never thought beyond 
Very 
Important 
Person” 
when you read the letters 
"V IP” you're way behind 
the times. It's a new expres­ 
sion created to take the sting 
out of the unpalatable word 
abortion.” So now it also 
means “ Voluntary Interrup­ 
tion o( Pregnancy.” 


Since New York S t a t e 
made abortion legal we’ve 
had a large increase in visi­ 
tors. Hospitals and abortion 
clinics report more than 90 
per cent of their patients 
come from all parts of the 
United States and Canada. 
There are far too many pa­ 
tients and far too few hos­ 
pital beds to meet the needs 
of the women who feel that 
abortion is what they want. 
And so the abortion clinic 
was the natural outcome of 
the act that made abortion 
legal. 


Today’s abortion clinics in 
New York are a far cry from 
sordid back rooms in filthy 
apartments. They are not 
abortion mills nor do they 
remotely resemble the un- 
sterile facility depicted in 
the movie. “ Alfie.” 


' 
Why is there a need for 
the abortion c l i n i c ? Dr. 
Michael Levi, clinical direc 
tor of the O.B.G.Y.N. (ob- 
stetrics-gynecology > Associ­ 
ates. in Brooklyn. N Y., ex­ 
plained why clinics are im­ 
portant. 


“Women who are waiting 
for delivery and abortion pa­ 
tients can be lumped to­ 
gether in a hospital. Since 
their 
needs 
are 
different 
p s yc ho l o g i c a l l y an outpa­ 
tient clinic is more appropri­ 
ate.” 


**T h e operation,” s a i d 
Swiss-born Dr. Levi, who is 
a well-known authority here 
in the United States on can­ 
cer immunology, obstetrics 
and gynecology, “ should be 
performed in a facility that 
understands the physical and 
psychological problems in­ 
volved in abortion. T h e s e 
problems aren’t even clear 
in the minds of the women 
involved. Many have had il­ 
legal operations and don’t 
even realize that their health

and their dignity can now be 
ensured 


“The procedure,” he con­ 
tinued. “should be done only 
by a certified gynecologist, 
holding a degree from the 
American Board of Gynecol­ 
ogists. The clinic c h o s e n 
should be approved by the 
New York City Board of 
H e a l t h 
Abortion 
Rights 
Assn., made up of a quali­ 
fied group of men who in­ 
spect the facilities in order 
to prove the standards are 
high. They have no ax to 
grind.” 


“There are problems in­ 
volved 
in 
abortion,” 
said 
Dr. Milton Walkes, adminis­ 
trator of the clinic, “ that 
people are not aware of. For 
instance, a pregnancy of 46 
days can still show a nega­ 
tive test result. When a girl 
comes in and says i am 
pregnant,’ we get the speci­ 
men to our affiliated hospital 
where we know great care is 
taken regarding the test.” 


“ On the other hand,” Dr. 
Levi said, "in a clinic which 
turns out hundreds of pa­ 
tients a day, 
the patient 
must be immediately put on 
the table and it mav happen 
that 
an 
abortion 
is 
per­ 
formed that is not neces­ 
sary. 


“ It is our judgment,” he 
added, “that before an abor­ 
tion is done the p a t i e n t 
s h o u l d have a complete 


physical examination, a pel­ 
vic examination by the sur­ 
geon who is going to do the 
piocedure, and the decision 
made on a medical level as 
to whether the operation is 
required.” 


The* law s a y s that the 
woman who comes in must 
make the decision herself. 
She doesn’t need anyone’s 
consent — not even her hus­ 
band’s. 


“ And t h 1 s,” says Levi, 
“brings us to a new concept 
of 
medical 
practice. 
She 
makes the decision and the 
doctor does the service 
It 
takes him off his pedestal 
It’s all between the skilled 
man who can do it and the 
woman who says T want it.’ 
It’s a 50-59 and not 100 per 
cent the doctor's way any 
more.” 


At hospitals. Dr. Levi said, 
the staff is mixed. And the 
attitude of the staff in many 
hospitals s t i l l judges the 
abortion i s s u e on moral 
grounds. This is one of the 
reasons clinics exist. 


“ In a hospital where you 
have devout Catholic nurses, 
for example.” he said, “ it is 
difficult for them to give un­ 
derstanding care. The nurses' 
hang-ups are going to be 
taken out on the lady who 
is t h e r e for an abortion 
Some nurses have refused a 
woman her food. It happened 
to us. But it’s easier for a 
clinic to wed out its staff ” 


If you’re looking for a re­ 
liable 
abortion 
clinic, 
be 
sure you choose one that has 
an affiliation with a nearby 
hospital tor that rare occa­ 
sion when its facilities ma\ 
bt needed. 


Dr. Levi came up with a 
frightening statistic whether 
one is for or against legal 
abortioin. “The birthrate in 
New York has only declined 
a fraction of a per cent. This 
means that of the 200.000 
who have had legal abor­ 
tions a b o u t 190,000 would 
have had illegal abortions 
and about 50 per cent of 
these women would have had 
serious complications. 


“ Part of our procedure in­ 
volves c o u n s e l i n g . ” Dr. 
Walkes said. “ We tell our 
patients emphatically t h a t 
abortion is not a substitute 
for contraceptives. We ex­ 


plain the options regarding 
contraception 
and 
let 
the 
woman decide what type is 
best for her.” 


“ As often as we can we 
use total anesthesia,” Dr. 
Levi said. “ It’s impossible to 
do when there are hundreds 
of patients waiting — takes 
too much time, too much 
money and requires a resi­ 
dent anesthetist. But we pre­ 
fer to do it that way for the 
mental and physical impact 
on the woman.” 


“ If an abortion isn’t han­ 
dled properly.” he added, 
“ a woman will reject the 
man for a long time. If it is 
handled properly she will 
understand that the time for 
the baby was just not right 
Sex is part of life and if that 
part of a relationship is de­ 
stroyed you have alienation 
in the truest sense.” 


“There is a need.” Levi 
said, “ for organization which 
will give information to the 
woman as close to totality 
as is possible — centralized 
iri a sense where there would 
be one place she could go to 
get any k n o w l e d g e she 
needed as a woman. 


“We decided we would get 
a group of medical people to­ 
gether and convince them 
that this service is necessary 
and t h e n we, ourselves, 
would back off " They did 
And so. “ Advice For Wom­ 
en. Inc.” was born. It’s a 
nonprofit corporation, incor­ 
porated under the laws of 
the State of New York, that 
offers authoritative informa­ 
tion and guidance to women 
which permits free and in­ 
dividual choice of the options 
which exist without the need 
to indulge in strident mili­ 
tancy Its function is to re­ 
move the myths and substi­ 
tute reason 
not only in 
gynecology 
and 
obstetrics 
but in all subjects that make 
a woman a human being 


"There are d e d i c a t e d 
men,” Levi said with a grin, 
“ who want to make money. 
But they want to make it in 
a good way. 


“The clinic is existing, it’s 
helpful and it’s needed. We 
happened to be there at the 
right time w i t h the right 
skills. And it’s a satisfying 
feeling."

Hows and whys of culinary art 
A logical approach to cooking

NEW 
Y O R K - ( N E A ) - 
There are at least 2,500 cook­ 
books published each year. 
Some are useful. Others are 
merely gimmicky. One of 
the largest in number of 
pages may be considered a 
true primer for the begin­ 
ning cook. It also has an 
author whose background is 
most unusual, even in the 
world of recipe writers. The 
book is “Cooking with Un­ 
derstanding. 864 pages with 
750 illustrations. It includes 
few r e c i p e s but a lot of 
basic whys and wherefores 
of cookery, by Herbert L 
Nichols Jr. His first best­ 
seller 
was, 
“Moving 
the 
Earth, the Workbook of Ex­ 
cavation.” Both are by his 
publishing house because no 
one else wanted to invest in 
them. 


A 1929 graduate of Colum­ 
bia College, this native New- 
Yorker at 63 speaks quietly 
of his use of an engineer’s 
approach to the kitchen. To 
him it is logical and not 
unusual for a man who kept 
his head above ground dur­ 
ing the Depression by mov­ 
ing top soil and operating all 
sizes of earth-moving equip­ 
ment since the '30s to tackle 
pots and pans with no knowl­ 
edge or guidance and write 
a lengthy volume for other 
neophytes. 


It all began, he explained 
recently, when his wife was 
ordered to bed after a bout 
with 
walking 
pneumonia, 
There were three children to 
feed 
a n d 
Nichols 
found 
housekeeper-cooks s c a r c e 
and expensive 
So he took 
over. 


“ I thought I could open 
any cookbook, as they say, 
and be OK 
This wasn’t 
true. Cookbooks used words 
I didn’t know, such as ‘saute,’ 
and didn’t tell me the basic 
way to handle foods, such 
as how to crack an egg. how 
to whip and to fold ” 


He also was confused and 
bothered when he encount­ 
ered three recipes with the 
same name done in different 
ways. 


With the first days of frus­ 
tration behind him, Nichols 
decided to apply engineer­ 


ing principles 
to cooking. 
For example, it was scientif­ 
ic to assume that if the heat 
was too high then he would 
cook the outside of a con­ 
coction too fast. He also dis­ 
covered that the angle of a 
spoon for scraping and stir­ 
ring related to the vortex of 
the spoon bowl, etc. For five 
weeks 
t h i s 
Connecticut- 
based 
former 
earthmover 
kept a daily card file of 
e v e r y t h i n g he did in the 
kitchen. To this initial ex­ 
perience he added research 
in food chemistry and cook­ 
ing equipment 


Although he is especially 
proud of the book which soon 
will come out with a silver 
cover for a bridal gift, he 
boasts that he never used a 
TV dinner to feed his family 
and he never burned any­ 
thing. 


In talking with Nichols one 
would never suspect that he 
is 
absent-minded 
but 
he 
claims he is. To avoid dis­ 
aster 
w h e n 
following 
a 
recipe he said he would take 
out 
all 
ingredients, 
place 
them on one side and move 
each one to another place 
when used Another experi­ 
ment with dishwashing led 
to the most effective method 
but ego got in the way of its 
use. Few persons like to 
wash dishes and he is no ex­ 
ception. “ I found that keep­ 
ing 
dishes 
and 
pots 
wet 
helped do a better cleaning 
job 
The 
most 
efficient 
method, though, was to let 
dishes 
accumulate 
for 
a 
week. But the kitchen looked 
messy and I couldn’t stand 
for neighbors to see my kitch­ 
en that way.” 


He also believes the best 
way to freeze foods for fu­ 
ture use is to cook up a 
batch of a recipe for a meal 
and freeze the surplus rath­ 
er than cooking specifically 
for freezing. It is better and 
takes no extra work, he said. 
He also prefers to leave sea­ 
soning with salt and |>epper 
for the time of serving 


Following 
his 
necessary 
struggles in the kitchen anil 
research for the book, he 
said he couldn’t bear to walk 
through 
t h e 
r o o m 
for 
months. However, he’s back 
at work using either of his 
ranges—one’s electric, 
the 
other gas—and his electron­

OCEAN FISHING 
With the holidays hosting torrential rams, ocean fishing 
has been pretty much at a standstill We have not been able 
to contact anyone who had ventured out So m ost of the 
local sportsm en have been busy refurbishing their boats 
and tackle making ready for a good spell of bottom fishing 
There are hopes that there m ight be a run of white sea 
bass. In the past few y ears there w as usually a run ot these 
fish right after the salm on season ended, and we can 
rem em ber that one of the favorite lures was a piece of 
copper pipe filled with lead and then bent into a slight arc. 
to give it a spinning or twisting motion 
We took a run up the coast to look into steelhead 
conditions Santa Rosa and San Simeon ('reeks both had the 
sand bars washed out. and a few small steelhead w ere 
taken Looks as though the early morning w as the best tim e 
to get the fish, as m ost of those taken were killed soon after 
sunup 
Not m uch activity in San Luis Creek With the dam at the 
golf links it is not possible for the tide to really let the fish 
in, except the few educated ones who use the fish ladder So 
all the w ater is fairly stagnant after the rain As the DFG 
rem arked, a fine breeding place for all m anner ot weeds 
Well fertilized by the creeks m eandering thru pasture, with 
effluent and various other polutants high in oxygen and 
other fertilizing elem ents In other words, the stream is 
practically finished as a steel head fishery, and nothing 
apparently can be done to m aintain it 
There w as practically no surf action off the creeks above 
C am bria Maybe with m ore rain and a run of steelles that 
usually takes place in January, som e sport m ay be had 
R em em ber, the limit is now two fish instead of three The 
small "feed ers 
should be handled gentlv and returned 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
No report received from N acim iento. so no doubt 
w eather conditions precluded any action The few anglers 
who braved the elem ents at M argarita Lake were well 
rew arded with some nice catches of crappie and catfish 
The latter are moving into the m ore shallow w ater to 
spawn, and are being taken on dead clam , and anchovy, the 
m ore decayed the better. 
We forecast some tim e back that a good heavy rain might 
improve the fishing at Lopez Lake This has proved to be 
the case. The fishing here has taken a sudden turn, and 
many lim its of trout are now being caught Fishing in the 
exposed a re a s was pure m isery on account of biting north 
w r d s . but in the sheltered spots around the launching area 
fishing w as good 
The boat fisherm en probably had the best of the deal, as 
they could get to a sheltered area. The only fly in the bank 
anglers ointm ent was that the best fishing was under the 
bridge and in the deep holes along the fenced roadside 
across from the launching are a Here the boats were having 
a big tim e both trolling and bait fishing We had hoped that 
some action as to m aking m ore of the 22 m iles of lake 
accessible 
to 
anglers 
m ight 
have 
received 
som e 
consideration. But beyond raising som e of the fees, nothing 
has been done tow ards making som e of the inaccessible 
fenced a re a s open to fishing 
Lopez Lake has a high potential as a gam e fish lake, but 
as evidenced by the heavy fishing pressure in the su m m er 
months, it certainly needs to have m ore fishing are a s 
opened to the public 
Another beef we hear is that this would be a good tim e to 
pull out som e of the dead trees, while the lake is low It 
would not entail m uch expense, and the wood could be sold 
to cam pers. The answ er m ight be a strong lake co m m ittee 
composed of anglers and sportsm en to look into what could 
be done, and advise the Board of Supervisors 
When 
M argarita Lake was opened up there was a lake advisory 
com m ittee who worked on the m any details, and referred 
them to the board This saved the supervisors m uch pettv

Assembly would pass it 
We are waiting to see whether the i Democratic i lead­ 


ership of the Assembly would let it go through," said Sen.

1971 was the year of citizen input, 
public involvement, or whatever you 
want 
to 
call 
it. 
in 
county 
government. 
A few years ago the large body of 
citizens gave the impression of 
being both fearful and ignorant — to 
a 
large 
extent 
— 
of 
county 
government 
Not any more 
The year 1971 saw more people 
testifying, pro and con. on agenda 
items of the various county agencies 
than 
many 
previous 
years 
combined 


The days of meetings of the Board 
of Supervisors and County Planning 
Commission in the picturesque, but 
musty, old Mural Room of the 
Courthouse seem a long time ago 
now 
but it’s actually been only a 
few years since the move to the 
County Administration Building 
The acoustics were miserable. 
Some bold critics even then said 
they were purposely made so as to 
make it difficult for the public to 
hear the proceedings 


Some of 
the supervisors and 
planners 
proceeded 
to 
ignore 
microphones, or forget to use them, 
when they were made available 
The benches were uncomfortable 
and made many people feel they 
were in a courtroom 
All this didn't make for good 


public participation 
The new county facilities have air- 
conditioned hearing rooms, with 
theatre-type chairs, and excellent 
acoustics Supervisors and planning 
officials, and their staffs, use their 
“ mikes” 
and 
if anyone in the 
audience can t hear he says so. and 
officials oblige by turning up the 
volume 
Many feel that county officials 
now could be sitting on a gold mine 
with so much 
informed citizen 
involvement 


During the past year the intrusion 
of 
concerned, 
well-informed 
citizenry into county government 
doings must have convinced even 
the most skeptical of them that here 
are people concerned with the public 
interest first 
Input has been contributed the 
past year to bnng the following 
results: 


—Brought about improvement in 
design in at least several residential 
projects over those t irst proposed 
—Helped with speeding of plans 
for 
needed 
water 
quality 
im provem ents 
in 
a 
large 
community 
—Transmitted what has proven to 
be considerable public sentiment in 
many 
county 
areas 
favoring 
conservation 
of 
current 
water 
resources, and keeping density in 


line with such resource!», in view ot 
uncertainty of ability to import 
state water or pay for it 
—Brought into public view county 
policies 
which 
have 
led 
to 
developments being approved in 
flood prone areas, with the result 
that 
concrete-lining 
of 
stream 
channels have been engineered over 
objections of those living in such 
areas. 
—Provided the fullest kind of 
testimony 
to 
supervisors 
and 
planning 
body against 
proposed 
ordinances that would open the door 
to large-scale motorcycle racing 
facilities in county areas. Also 
provided 
testimony 
against 
the 
planning body's policy resolution 
which would have added to county 
density ratios in the General Plan 
Citizen groups feel that this input 
caused the supervisors to veto the 
planners' stand on both issues. 
Citizen groups look hopefully to 
the future Many feel a number of 
top-ranking county authorities — 
both elected and appointed — view 
their efforts now as constructive, 
rather than obstructive They are 
also 
encouraged 
that 
Planning 
Commission chairman Robert C 
Lillev has opened the door to w ider 
citizen 
participation 
in 
vital 
community issues by taking the 
commission to hold hearings where 
the action is.
